is another material Article; Whereas many 
other Ports are not only cheaper, but more 
commodicuſly ſituated, 18 being nearer the 
Places, where the Goods are manufactured. 

IV. Taz Aims of an excluſive Company 
can never co-incide with the Welfare of the 
Publick; Inaſmuch as Monopoliſts, eſtab- 
Uſhed by Law, are thereby ſecured from 
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Rivals; So that their particular Intereſts con- 
ſiſt in ſelling as dear as they can; whereas 
the Intereſt of private Adventurers is to ſell 
as cheap as poſſible, in order to get Cuſtom, 
by rivalling each other. Thus the Publick 
is benefitted by Emulation, as it promotes 
the Circulation of Labour and univerſal Plen- 
ty ; — but is hurt by Monopoliſts, who are 
a Check to Induſtry, to the Circulation of 
Labour at home, and the Exportation of it 
abroad; and whoſe only View, whatever 
may. be pretended, is to ſacrifice the general 
Intereſt of the Kingdom to that of a few 
. Individuals. 

V. Tux Turky-Company is a Monopoly 
in every Senſe,— * as no private Member is 
allow'd to fit out a Ship when he pleaſes, 
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* See the London Magazine for the Months of Nov. 
and Dec. 1745, where theſe Points are inconteſtibly 
proved in the excellent Speeches of L-d $-nds, p. 530 
and 636; and of L-d L-ngsd-le, p. 578.—See alſo Sr. 
Fofiah Child, Chap. 3, Concerning the Companies of Mer- 
chants; where all the ſuppoſed Objections againſt an open 
Trade are anfwered. Only the Reader is deſir'd to take 
Notice, That as to what this celebrated Writer has 
ſaid about the Neceſſity of excluſive Companies for 
the Guinea and Eaft- India Trade, Experience has ful- 
ly demonſtrated fince he wrote, That he was miſtaken 
in Relation to the Trade to the Coaſt of Guinea; it be- 
ing now ten Times more extenſive, and more advan- 
tageous to this Nation, than ever it was, when confin'd 
to a Company; — And with Regard to the Ea/t-Jndies 
dr. Fofiah himſelf was the Chairman of that Com- 
pany, — and his Brother:the chief Governor abroad.

don, —As the Freedom of the Company is li-

VI. Tus excluſive Society not only ex- 
ports a much leſs Quantity of Engliſbh Labour 
than would be exported, were the Eugliſb 
Trade free, but alſo imports the Jeſs of raw 
Materials, ſo neceſſary for ſeveral Manufac- 
tures, and the Employment of the Poor. — 
That important Article, raw Sil in particu- 
lar, which ſhould always be brought to Mar- 
ket at the loweſt Price poſſible, has by 
Monopolies, and their natural Conſequence, 
Engraſſing, been raiſed ſo high, as to injure 
greatly the Silk Manufacture. And this a- 
riſes from two Cauſes ;

IX. ALL other Parts of a G for the 


Turkiſh Dominions, as well as Woollens, 
might be rendered much cheaper, as the Ex- 


g 3 of Carriage, Shipping off, Gc. would 


confiderably leſs. —Aoteoper there is the 


ſtrongeſt Probability, That great Demands 
f Would ariſe from the Manufactures of Iron, 


Steel, Braſs, and Copper, for Cutlery and Birm- 


| ingham Ware, for the Produce of the Looms 
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of Manabeſter, Coventry, and Norwich, for 


E Linnens, Paper Hangings, and ſuch 
inds of Ornaments, as moſt of theſe Articles 
might be exported from ſeveral Places, at a 


leſs Charge, than from London, — And as the 


Engliſb are known to excell other Nations, 
both in Fabrick and Cheapneſs: So that were 
the Trade free, the Port of Marſeilles would 
labour under ſuch Difficulties from theſe Cir- 
cumſtances, as the Advantage of its Situation 
could by no Means compenſate. 

X. ADD to all this, That the Freight, and 
Inſurance, and Navigation of Ships are much 
dearer, in Proportion, at Mar ſuites, than in 
England. The Intereſt of Money is alſo Siæ 
per Cent; and the Price of Tin and Lead, 
and Shot muſt neceſſarily be much higher: | 
So that the prodigious Encreaſe of their Le- 
vant 'Trade cannot poſſibly be aſcribed to any 
other Cauſe, but to the Monopolies and 
Excluſions of the Engliſb againſt their own 
. Countrymen, in Favour of the French. And 
therefore it ſhould be duly conſidered by e- 
very true Patriot and Lover of his Country, 
That the curer Competition in this Struggle 
for the Liberty of Commerce, is not between 
one Engliſh Merchant and another, hut be- 
tween GREAT BRITAIN and FRANCE. 

XI. WERE the Trade laid open, the Turks, 
Greeks, and all the Nations of thoſe vaſt Ter- 
ritories would find a greater Demand for their 

- 
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reſpective Commodities; and then they could 
afford to buy greater Quantities of ours: 
Whereas at preſefit they neither are able to 
rehaſe much, not, if they were; ate they 
inelined to do it, on Account of the exceflive 
Dearneſs of the E, nghſ} Merchandiſe. 

XII. AN Enereaſe of the Eapbertation of 
our own Manufactures muſt create an En- 
creaſe in the Exciſe, and all inland Duties; 
for the Government is infallibly a Gainer by 
every Scheme, that finds Employment for 
the People, encourages Labour, and promotes 
Wealth, as theſe T hings neceflatily occalion 
the greater Conſumption of all Commodities, 
that pay Duties:--On the other Hand, an En- 
creaſe of the Importation of ſuch foreign Ma- 
terials, as excite the Induſtry of the Natives, 
18 doubly advantageous, both by the Cuſtoms 
they pay at firſt Landing, and the Hands they 
employ afterwards. Therefore the Encreaſe 
of ſuch a Trade is defirable, in every Light, 
both to the Government, and to the People. 

XIII. Ir any of the Merchants belonging 
to the Out- ports ſhould happen to bring in 
ſuch raw Materials as are not wanted on the 
Spot, the Advantages they receive in other 
Reſpects would enable them to pay the Ex- 
pence of Carriage to a proper Market. And 
indeed the Carriage of raw Silk, Camels Hair, 
Cotton, Wool, Sc. from Briſtol to Coventry, 
from Liverpool to Mancheſter and Derby, 
from 2. armouth to Norwich, &c. would not 
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be fo dear, as it is now from London to thoſe 
Places. Beſides, it is natural to ſuppoſe, That 
as the Trade encreaſed, other Towns in the 
North, and Weſt, and Middle of England, 
and in Scotland alſo, would ſet up Manufac- 
tures. So that every Part of the united King- 
dom ought to conſider itſelf as intereſted in 
Opening this Monopoly. 
XIV. WnarEvER Regulations are judg- 
ed neceſſary, under the Inſpection of proper 
Perſons either at home, or abroad, for the 
good Government of a free Trade, or the 
- Preſervation of Health, and Security from 
the Plague, they will be gladly received, and 
_ thankfully ſubmitted to. And an open Trade 
might be very eaſily put under much ſtricter 
Examinations, not only as to the Goodneſs 
of the Manufactures exported, but alſo in Re- 
lation to + Bills of Health, and performing 
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1 All Ships returning from the Levant, in Times of 
Infection, might perſorm Quarantine either at Port- 
mahon, or Gibralter, as theſe Places are directly in their 
Voyage homewards, and might be made very conve- 
nient for ſupplying them with proper Stores, and Re- 
freſhments; ſo that it would be in ſome Meaſure the 
Intereſt of Ships, on a long Voyage, to call at one or 
other of theſe Places; eſpecially if they were made 
Free Ports. Moreover for the greater Security, all Ships 
retuĩning from the Levant might be obliged, under the 
Penalty of forfeiting Ship and Cargo, to touch at one 
or other of theſe Ports, and obtain Bull of Health from 
the Magiſtrates, before they proceed to England. Theſe 
Cautions are very practicable in themſelves, and yet 
much ſtricter, than have been uſually required either 
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ne, than what the Company have 
been ſubject to for many Years paſt ;—Fho' 
a Plague in London would have been much 
. more fatal, than in any other Part of the 
Kingdom. 

XV. Wrxx the Trade to Spain or Por- 
tugal now in the Hands of a Company, and 
an Attempt made to render it free, great 
Pains would be taken, as there are now in 
the preſent Caſe, to ſet forth the Danger of 
permitting Shop-keepers and lowTradeſmen 
to go over to Spain or Portugal. 

THE will raiſe the Jealouſy of the Po- 
ce pulace by interfering with their Trades. — 
© or inflame the Zeal of Bigots againſt coun- 
e tenancing Hereticks: Low and indiſcreet 
People will import prohibited Books, and ſo 
* draw down the Power and Vengeance of 
* the Inquiſition, —will give Offence by their 
* Behaviour while the Hoſt is paſling . by, 
* —perhaps ridicule ſome of their religious 
* Proceſſions, and ſo cauſe Tumults and In- 
e ſurretions:—Or in general they will not 
* fail to excite an univerſal Odium by the 


60 Diverſity of their Dreſs and Cuftoms, and 


of the Turky Company, or of the Merchants trading 
to Barbary and Morocco. And here we muſt obſerve, 
that though the Plague is as frequent-in theſe Countrics 
as in Turky, yet the Company never objected to the 
_ Carrying on of an open Trade to Barbary and Morocco; 

and the Reafon is, —Becauſe theſe Countries are with- 
out the Limits of their Charter. 
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IG, on Licentiouſneſs of Manners,—There- 
re by attempting to throw the Trade 
ce open, we ſhall infallibly loſe it all.! 
Txvs it appears, That Objections much 
more plaufible might be raiſed againſt opening 
the Trade to Spain and Portugal, were it now 
in the Hands of a Company, than againſt 
the Revocation of any excluſive Grant now 
ſubſiſting. But indeed We muſt conſider all 
theſe Kinds of Objections as the mere Dia- 
let} of Monopoliſts, who uſe it, mutatis mu- 
tandis, againſt opening any Trade, in order 
to cover their own private — under an 
Appearance of Publick Good. 
Bur Common Senſe and daily Experience 
are continually expoſing the Falſity of ſuch 
Suggeſtions. And were the Trade opened 
to Turky, there is no Degree of Probability, 
That Shop-keepers and low People would be 
fond of going there :—And if they did go, 
they certainly would agree with the Natives 
as well as the Engliſb Sailors do now. 
XVEIx the Trade to Turky had a free 
» Yhat Reaſon is eng to imagine, 
That it would be engroſſed by the Jews ? 
And why muſt it be ſuppoſed, That the 
Engliſh in particular my ſuffer i in this Re- 
ſpect, more than the French, Dutch, or Ita- 
lians? Beſides, as the Fes might inſiſt up- 
pon the F reedom of the Company, as well 
as others, provided they are Merchants by 
Profeſſion, and as they reſide chiefly in Lon- 
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don, and are à rich united Body of Mercbanli, 


this 1 might be urged with 
. Force againſt the Confining ſuch a 
Frade to a Company, than againſt laying it 
open; — Eſpecially as the Engl/h "Fews by 
Means of their Connection with their Bre- 
thren in Tarky, who are the only Brokers in 
that Country, might be the better able to 
form a Combination to engroſs the whole 
Trade to themſelves, and execute it with 
Succeſs. But in fact, this Objection betrays 
its own Weakneſs, and would never have 
been brought, if a ſtronger could be found: 
and it is the firſt Time that the Jews were ac- 
cuſed of being injurious to the Intereſts of a 
Trading Nation. | 

XVII. TT is equally incredible, that the 


Government and People of Turky ſhould be 


diſpleaſed at the Diſſolution of the preſent 
Monopoly. And what Grounds are there 
for ſuch a Suppoſition? For in an open Trade, 
Engliſh Manufactures would be imported in 
greater Quantity and Variety, and on cheaper 
Terms, — more Turkiſh Goods be taken in 
Barter, and a larger Revenue would ariſe to 
the Government. But in a confined Trade, 
fewer Manufactures are imported, more ex- 
orbitant in Price, demanding fewer Goods 
in Exchange, and paying leſs to the Cuſtoms. 
And can we imagine, That the Turks would 
once heſitate, To which Side the Preference 
is due? Or have we ever found, That any

of thoſe other Nations, to whom We once 
traded by excluſive Companies, have com-

onopolies, and deſired their Reſtoration ?. 
Lo confirm this, We have a remark- 
able S eue! in Camden's Annals of 
one of the Czars of Moſcouvy, when that Coun- 
try was thought to be I with Ig- 
norance and Barbariſm; which is mention'd 
by the Rev*. and ingenious Mr, SMITH in 
his Memoirs of Wool, Vol. I. p. 114. vis. 
«© THEoDORE JOANNIDES ſucceeding to 
e the Empire, granted to all Merchants of 
* what Nation ſoever, free Acceſs into Ruſ- 
a. And being oftentimes ſollicited by the 
* Queen [ELIZABETH to confirm the Pri- 
e vileges granted by his Father to the M9 
« covia Company of Engliſb Merchants, To 
* wit, That only Engliſb Men of that Com- 
* pany ſhould come into, or trade in the 
* North Parts of Ruſſia, and that Cuſtom- 
* free, in Regard they were the Firſt that 
* diſcover'd the Paſſage thither by Sea: He 
« thereupon deſired ber to. give Liberty to 
* all the Engliſh to trade into Ruſſia; For to

XVIII. Bur when an excluſive Grant is 
once obtained, .It muſt be defended by ſome 
Kind of Arguments, however weak and in- 
concluſive. Now the Turky Company was 
firſt erected, and afterwards eſtabliſhed in 
ſuch Times, when the Principles of Trade, 
and the Nature of the Landed and Commer- 
cial Intereſts of a Kingdom were not under- 
ſtood; — or if underſtood, not ſufficiently 
regarded: — In ſuch Times, when Mono- 
polies and Excluſions carried all before them. 
Of the Truth of which Aſſertion, we need 
only conſult RyMER's Federa, and the 
common Hiſtorians for the Reigns of Queen 
ELIZABETH, King | James I. and King 
CHARLES I. to find ſufficient Evidence; 
many of which Monopolies were again re- 
newed by King CHARLES II.— And at the 
Time of the Revolution, were grown too 
powerful to be attacked with Safety. 
Fok as to Foreign Trade, There was an 
excluſive Company to Hamburgh and the

Mokzovrx the Gardiners for fix Miles 
round London were incorporated into an ex- 
cluſive Company, as were alſo the Traders 
and Artificers within the Diſtrict of three 
Miles. 

Now all theſe Monopolies and Excluſions; 
(and many more might be enumerated) ſet 
out with pompous Titles, and great Profeſ-

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ſions of Zeal for the Publick Welfare. They 
were all eſtabliſhed, either for the Encreaſe 
« and good Governiment of Trade. —Or to 
« keep up. the Credit of the Engliſp Manu- 
*« factures in foreign Markets, —or for pre- 


5 venting the Ignorant and Unwary: from be- 


te ing impoſed upon at home.” gut the true 
Reaſon of their Eſtabliſhment remains yet to 
be told, vis. Joss and MonoroLy. This 
was the Ara, in which the Turky Company 
had its Birth and Education. And all the 
others, while in Being, had juſt the ſame Pre- 
tenſions of Publick Good to alledge in their 
Favour: But Time has ſhewn, That we are 
much happier without them, 

XIX. As London is the Capital of the Bri- 
705 Empire, and the Center of the Body Po- 


tick, every Acceſſion of Wealth, Trade, 


Manufacture, Navigation, and Numbers of 
Inhabitants to other Parts of the Kingdom, 

muſt redound to the Advantage of tis Me- 
tropolis. For the Center in the Body Poli- 
tick is like the Heart in the natural Body, 


Which receives Benefit itſelf by the briſk 
| and regular Circulation of Blood in the Ex- 


tremities, But if any one ſhould doubt of 
this Parallel, let Experience and Matter of 
Fact determine. For when almoſt the whole- 
Trade of the Kingdom was circumſcribed by 
excluſive Grants, and thoſe Monopolies con- 
fined to the ſingle City and Port af London, 

this City made a very mean and inconſider- 
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able Appearance, to what it doth at preſent? 
But in Proportion, as the inland Counties, 
and the Out-Ports began to ſhake off ſome 
of theit Fetters, and exterid their Commerce, 
in the ſame Proportion, did the Metropolis 
enereaſe in Wealth, and Grandeur, Num- 
ber of Inhabitants and Extent of Buildings 
In ſhort, if there was an Acceſſion of Wea th 
to the fartheſt Iſles of Scotland, it would, 
. ſooner, or later, find its Way to Londen. 
XX. Urox the whole therefore, the Con- 
tinuation of this excluſive Company is no 
other, in Effect, than the Payment of a 
very large Tribute annually to France; — To- 
gether with this mortifying Reflection, That 
this is a Tribute we are not forced to pay, 
but do it voluntarily; though we know, That 
ſome of her beſt Provinces are ſupported by 
it, ſome hundreds of Ships employed in the 
Navigation, and the Government enabled to 
turn the Wealth and Strength, acquired by 
our Indolence and Miſmanagement, to our 
own Deſtruction. 

XXI. Tur Landed Gentlemen in their 
reſ pective Counties are more particularly con- 
cerned to exert themſelves on this intereſting 
Occaſion; becauſe the Rents of Lands and 
Houſes will be higher, and the Demand for 
the Produce of Eſtates, Corn, Wool, Sheep, 
Cattle, Butter, Cheeſe, Wood, Coal, Sc. Ge. 
will be greater, in Proportion as the Inhabi- 
tants of any Country do increaſe in Num- 
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bers, Riches, and Manufactures. The Poor 
alſo will be leſs numerous, as there is more 


Employment, --the Weight of Taxes will be 


lighter, when more Perſons ſhare in the Bur- 


den,--and the Tenants, by having better Mar- 


kets, will be better able to pay their Rents. - 


But theſe Advantages cannot be obtained, 


while the preſent Difficulties, which prevent 
Induſtry and ſtop the Circulation of Labour, 
are ſuffered to remain.—{F In one Word, 


All Monopolies are ſo many CoMBINATIONS
